State Champions, is the title worn by the 1936 team, which was one of the 
best in the history of Ames High tennis. 

The team’s winning percentage for the season was 1000, only a tie with 
Roosevelt of Des Moines in the dual meet marred a perfect record. 

Dual meets were held with West Waterloo, Boone, and Roosevelt. Ames 
participated in a triangular meet at Cedar Falls, and a quadrangular tournament 
was held here with Boone, Fort Dodge, and Roosevelt. Ames entered the Cen- 
tral Iowa Conference tournament at Grinnell, the district at Des Moines, and 
finished an enviable season by winning the state finals at Ames. 

The team was composed of Bob Menze, Bill Bliss, Dick Young, Lawrence 
Owens, and Don Beresford, all seniors, and Jerry Frazier, a junior. 

Bill Bliss was elected honorary captain of the team. 


Golf 


Thirteen boys and one girl made up the golf squad for 1936. 

The golfers played nine scheduled meets, two with Roosevelt of Des Moines, 
two with Boone, and one with Teacher’s High of Cedar Falls, East High of Des 
Moines, Marshalltown, and Fort Dodge. The team compiled a season average 
of 666 per cent, winning six matches and losing three. Roosevelt beat Ames 
twice and Boone once, to account for the defeats. 

Ames won the conference title at Grinnell and placed second in the state 
meet at Des Moines. 

Jo MacRae became the first girl to take part actively in a varsity sport at 
Ames. Jo did not play enough to win a letter, but she was able to hold her own 
against any of the boys. 

Lettermen included Junior Vifquain, Maurice Smith, Hartwell Peet, Bob 
Thompson, and Bob Schreiber, who was elected honorary captain. 


Track 


Track as a team sport was returned to Ames High in 1936 after an absence 
of several seasons. It takes more than one season to develop a winning track 
team, but Mr. Wells was pleased with the squad’s spirit and the willingness to 
learn and improve. 

Ames entered the Teacher’s College Relays at Cedar Falls, the Drake Relays, 
Central lowa conference meet at Grinnell, and a triangular meet held here with 
Boone and Marshalltown. A class meet was also held, which the seniors won. 

Ames won the triangular meet with Boone and Marshalltown and placed 
third in the Conference meet, where Jeffrey won the high and Owens the 
broad jump. The future outlook seems bright since the Ames Sophomore- 
Freshmen team beat Boone in a dual meet 841% to 1014. 

Major letters were awarded to Charles Briley, Alex Jeffrey, Lawrence Owens, 
George Underwood, and Don Smith. Ben Helmick and Jack Smith received
